The beginning of the football season is 
always the most exciting part of the year 
for anyone directly involved with our 
great game, made even more so for me, by 
the fact that it is the start of a new career, 
in anew club and a new country. 

For obvious reasons it will take me a 
certain length of time to get to know and 
appreciate this new arena and to evaluate 
my team’s chances of success in the various 
competitions.

A 
step in the correct direction is the forma- 
tion of the National Youth League but | 
believe that is not enough with the forma- 
tion of a colts’ team being essential in 
order to supply our own players for that 
team. It is most important that coaches 
“get at’ players at as early an age as 
possible in order to teach them the correct 
techniques and habits, for the older they 
are the more difficult it is to alter bad 
habits. 

Well here is to a successful season for 
players, supporters and coaches and | 
look forward to your loyal and vocal 
support throughout the season.

THIS WEEK — Bernie Harris 
SUMMER SOCCER 


The opening round of the Philips Soccer 
League unexpectedly provided the oppor- 
tunity for one of the most controversial 
proposals for Australian Soccer to be 
brought into sharp focus. | refer to the 
planned introduction of summer soccer 
at the end of the current season, following 
the short break for the World Youth Cup 
series. To date, I’ve refrained from com- 
menting on the issue, but last Sunday's 
experience merits some reference. 

How cruel and indecent, the promoters 
will claim, for the weather to burn hot and 
humid for Round One. Adelaide had its 
hottest day since 1948. Australian captain, 
Murray Barnes, told me at Tullamarine 
Airport that in the Sydney Slickers and 
Adelaide Giants match players found it 
difficult to breath and in the second half 
just couldn’t push themselves any more. 
Terry Byrne confirmed that the Arrows 
and Preston Rams felt the same discom- 
fort. Indeed it was disappointing to see 
Preston’s Scottish striker, Doug Brown, 
leave the field 20 minutes before fulltime 
in a state of distress, Barnes complained 
that the referee in Adelaide wouldn’t 
allow the players to get relief from the 
oppressive conditions by drinking water 
during breaks in the play. Kenny Boden 
echoed Murray's sentiments and diminutive 
Joe Watson, nodding his agreement, 
seemed to have shrunk half a metre. 

Preston had tipped a crowd of ten 
thousand; but, at eleven in the morning 
with a fierce hot wind blistering the pitch, 
its secretary told me that the heat would 
keep the fans away. As it was, four thous- 
and was a generous estimate, but the crowd 
was lower than it gained for top State 
League matches last season. George Murray 
described the elements as ‘hellish’. A gauge 
of the strength of the wind is gained by the 
fact that at Tullamarine Airport the wind- 


sock was parallel to the ground, a position 
assumed by all players as soon as the final 
whistle blew. At Middle Park, fans booed 
both teams for their lethargic play. But 
who can blame the players or the fans? 

Two worrying factors emerge from the 
weekend's experience. The first is that, if 
the theorists have their way and soccer 
is marketed in summer, PSL players will 
have to bow to their dictates or leave the 
game. If hothouse weather prevails, 
obviously a team with a one goal lead will 
slow the match down to counteract the 
adverse conditions. The standard of the 
League will drop. 

The second factor is that such con- 
ditions will affect the size of attendances. 
And if the play is unattractive, fans will 
opt for a day at the beach or some cool 
spot rather than brave the harshness of the 
humidity. Night soccer is possible in some 
areas, but summer storms and continuing 
oppressive heat are likely to cause many 
disruptions to schedules. Above all else, 
if PSL soccer is to be a marketable pro- 
duct, play must be thrilling, fast moving 
and positive. Several clubs border on 
bankruptcy now; their salvation, in the 
final analysis, must be in larger crowds 
and continuing spectator support. What a 
tragedy it would be for Australian soccer 
if the impetus of the World Youth Cup 
were to be lost on the domestic national 
competition by the actions of so called 
marketing experts whose sole contri- 
bution to the game so far seems to be 
a total upturning of past practices and the 
substitution of sweat box soccer, a con- 
fused television coverage and a pathetically 
inept attempt to impose gimmicky names 
which are as out of place as horsehair in 
a mink coat and as attractive as last Thurs- 
day's porridge.

No soccer supporter can criticise the 
PSL as a static non-developing entity. In 
the years since its inception it has con- 
tinued to develop at a healthy pace, al- 
though controversy is always present about 
the direction of this development.
